GRANITE CITY — American 
Steel Foundries’ possible reopen- 
ing is being met with enthusi- 
asm. 

Calling the announcement 
Wednesday that the plant is con- 
sidering reopening ‘‘one of- the 
happiest days in our city’s histo- 
ry,” Mayor Von Dee Cruse said 
he is ‘‘thrilled for the whole 
community’? because of the 
amount of money the plant’s 
reopening would mean to the 
economy. 

The company’s Granite City 
works manager, William P. Don- 
evan, estimated up to $30 million 
in salaries could be earned if the 
plant resumed full operation, 
employing up to 1,750. The city’s 
unemployment rate for May was 
10.8 percent with 1,825 persons 
seeking work. 

Bob Hankins, Granite City, a

when the company closed its 
plant in 1982, has worked at oth- 
er jobs on and off for the past 
six years and was laid off again 
in February.

Sometimes an owner of real estate will 
decide to sell his property contract for 
deed, which is also known as bond for 
deed. This means that the buyer will make 
payments to the seller over a period of 
time, and at the end of this specified 
périod the buyer will obtain a deed to the 
property. 

A contract for deed sale differs from a 
sale involving standard financing with a 
note and mortgage. With standard financ- 
ing, the buyer obtains a deed to the proper- 
ty immediately subject to a mortgage 
which is usually with a lending institution. 
The buyer under a contract for deed sale 
will not obtain his deed to the property un- 
til all payments are made. 

Under a bond for deed arrangement, 
both the seller and buyer have an interest 
in the property. If the buyer stops making 
payments, the seller will need a quit claim 
deed from the buyer in order to once again 
have total ownership of the property and 
thus be able to obtain clear title. If the 
buyer makes all the required payments 
ander the contract for deed,.he will need a 
warranty deed from the seller in order for 
him to obtain exclusive ownership of the

“A problem sometimes arises if the buyer 
or seller dies or relocates during the bond 
for deed period. How does one party obtain 
either the quit claim or warranty deed 
under these curcumstances? In one recent 
case, land was being sold bond for deed, 
and the buyer died in the middle of the con- 
tract period. None of the buyer's heirs 
wished to continue the payments;-and-the 
seller took the property back. The seller 
later discovered that he could not obtain 
clear title to the property in his name 
without a quit claim deed from the buyer or 
his heirs or a court order taking away the 
buyer's interest in the property. 

This problem could have been avoided if 
the seller and buyer had signed deeds in 
the beginnifig and placed the deeds in 
escrow. If the buyer made all his payments, 
he would receive a warranty deed from the 
escrow agent. If the buyer defaulted on his 
payments, the seller would get a quit claim 
deed from the escrow agent. Placing deeds 
with an independent escrow agent would 
avoid the problem. of later trying to get.a 
deed when one of the parties dies or 
relocates.
